To rem o v e a president o f the 
United S tates do es no t lie in the 
po wer o f the A m erican peo ple: the 
Co nstitu tio n en tru sted it to Co n­ 
gress, em po w ering the H o u se o f 
R epresentativ es to bring an im ­ 
peachm ent and the S enate to pro ­ 
no u nce o n it. 
N ev ertheless, P re sid e n t Nix o n 
answ ered o ne o f the co ngressio nal 
dem ands fo r im peach m en t info r­ 
m atio n by taking his c ase to the 
peo ple. To be su re, he gav e the ju ­ 
diciary co m m ittee o f the Ho u se o f 
R epresen tativ es a v ast qu antity o f 
info rm atio n, inco m plete bu t v o l­ 
u m ino u s tra n sc ripts o f his taped 
priv a te co nv ersatio ns w ith his a d ­ 
v isers abo u t the W atergate affair. 
B u t he m ad e the who le bu ndle 
pu blic, and he presented it in a tel­ 
ev isio n ad d ress th at echo ed, no 
do u bt co nscio u sly , the speech that 
m ad e his co cker spaniel, C heckers, 
the m o st fam o u s A m erican do g and 
sav ed his po litical c a re e r m o re 
than 20 y ears ago . 
“ It isn ’t e a sy ,” said M r. Nix o n 
in 19 52, “ to co m e befo re a natio n­ 
w ide au dience and bare y o u r life, 
as I hav e do ne.” 
No w he had do ne it ag ain , co n­ 
ceding that the tra n sc ripts wo u ld 
“ beco m e the grist fo r m any sen sa­ 
tio nal sto ries in the pre ss,” th at 
they wo u ld be em ba rra ssin g , “ the 
su bject o f specu latio n and ev en 
ridicu le” —in sho rt, “ nev er befo re 
in the histo ry o f the presidency 
hav e reco rds th at hav e been so pri­ 
v ate been m ade so pu blic.” 
Well, then, w hy did he do it, 
when all he had been requ ired to do 
was to send so m e tape s alo ng to a 
c o n g re ssio n a l c o m m itte e in a 
briefcase? The im peachm ent pro ­ 
ceeding is pecu liar and fo llo ws its 
o wn ru les, bu t, ev en so , co ngress­ 
m en and sen ato rs h av e to respo nd 
to the feelings o f th eir v o ters. By 
his act o f pu blicly disro bing, the 
P resident m u st hav e intended to 
m ake C o ngress nerv o u s o f a po ssi­ 
ble pu blic rev u lsio n if it w ere seen 
to h a rry him to o far. 
He did w ell: h ere, a fte r a y e a r 
o f flo u ndering and false no tes, w as 
a stro ng, skillfu l po litician a t wo rk. 
The speech w as carefu lly co n­ 
stru cted and eco no m ically w ritten, 
its deliv ery g rav e an d calm . E v en 
the panning o f the c a m e ra to sho w 
the gilt-lettered fo lders w ith the 
presidential seal, “ Su bm issio n o f 
Reco rded P resid en tial C o nv ersa­ 
tio ns to the C o m m ittee o n the Ju d i­ 
ciary o f the H o u se o f R epresen ta­ 
tiv es by P re sid e n t R ich ard N ix o n,” 
a dev ice th at m ay hav e been h ard 
to sell to th e netw o rk m en, serv ed 
its pu rpo se o f im pressing o n the 
v iew ers th a t so m ething su bstantial 
was abo u t to be disclo sed. 
As it h appen ed the week began 
with the first piece o f go o d W ater­ 
gate new s fo r the Nix o n A dm inis­ 
tratio n in m o re than a y e a r, the a c ­ 
qu ittal o f M r. N ix o n’s first a tto r­ 
ney -general, Jo hn M itchell, and o f 
his first se c re ta ry o f co m m erce, 
M au rice Stans. N o thing can m ake 


respectable M itchell’s and S tan s’s 
dealings with the cam paign m o ney 
channelled fro m R o bert Vesco , and 
alleged by the Secu rities and E x ­ 
change Co m m issio n to hav e be­ 
lo nged rightfu lly no t to Vesco pe r­ 
so nally 
bu t to 
his 
u nfo rtu nate 
shareho lders. 
The pro secu tio n, ho w ev er, did 
no t su cceed in sho wing that Ves- 
co ’s genero sity to w ards the Co m­ 
m ittee to Re-elect the P resident 
had m aterially helped him in his 
difficu lties with the co m m issio n.

the ju ry in New Yo rk cho se no t to 
accept is Jo hn D ean, President 
Nix o n’s fo rm er co u nsel and W ater­ 
g ate co nfidant. The W hite Ho u se 
co m m en tary prefacing the v o lu m e 
o f tran scripts co n cen trates o n dis­ 
crediting D ean : at so m e m o m ent o r 
o ther it will be M r. N ix o n’s wo rd 
a g ain sh is. 
T hree po ints, ho w ev er, need to 
be m ade befo re the o dds against 
Mr. Nix o n’s im peachm ent are pre­ 
cipitately lengthened. 
D ean’s acco u nt o f ev ents has so 
far had m u ch co rro bo ratio n fro m 
o ther so u rces, no t all o f them pu b­ 
lic as y et. Other ev idence ex ists 
that do es no t hang o n D ean’s cred i­ 
bility . The tran scripts them selv es, 
edited a s they are , co ntain a g reat 
deal that is no t to M r. Nix o n’s cred ­ 
it. 
A po stscript to the W hite Ho u se 
co m m entary draw s the co nclu sio n 
th at the acqu ittal o f M itchell and 
Stans “ d em o nstrates the wisdo m 
o f the P resid en t’s actio ns in insist­ 
ing th at the o rderly pro cess o f the 
ju dicial sy stem ” be relied u po n, 
no t tria ls in the press and the 
m edia. It is this sam e P resid en t 
who has ju st by -passed the o rderly 
pro cesses o f Co ngress by taking 
the im peachm ent qu estio n to the 
peo ple o v er the head o f Co ngress. 
The effect m ay well be w hat 
Mr. Nix o n m u st hav e intended: to 
m ake im peachm ent m o re o f a pa r­ 
ty -po litical m atter than it lo o ked 
like being, and thu s to im pro v e his 
chance o f ev entu al acqu ittal by 
su fficient m ino rity o f the Senate. 
The co m m ittee has no t go t the 
h a rd , in c o n tro v e rtible e v id e n c e 
th at it w as seeking. It has to m ake 
do with a lo t o f v agu ely d iscred ita­ 
ble dialo gu e instead. It m ay be 
fo rced to co nsu m e tim e in v ain ef­ 
fo rts to establish the au thenticity 
and the co m pleteness o f w hat it has 
been giv en, and in the end it m ay 
be fo rced into deliv ering a party - 
po litical v erdict—and th at, witho u t 
m u ch do u bt, is w hat M r. Nix o n has 
in v iew.

The release o f the W hite Ho u se 
tran scripts pro v ides the natio n a 
u niqu e o ppo rtu nity to determ ine 
what kind o f a jo b President Nix o n 
will do u nder the pressu res he will 
face in the m o nths ahead. 
Ev en if M r. Nix o n is im peached 
and fo u nd gu ilty , he m ay o ccu py 
the W hite Ho u se fo r eight m o nths 
to a y ear. If no t rem o v ed fro m o f­ 
fice, he will be P resident fo r nearly 
two y ears and eight m o nths. 
The qu estio n o f ho w he will han­ 
dle 
perennial 
inflatio n, 
energy 
sho rtages and internatio nal pro b­ 
lem s is ev en m o re critical becau se 
o f the em o tio nal strain he will be 
u nder so lo ng as the th reat o f re ­ 
m o v al is present. 
The tran scripts rev eal Mr Nix ­ 
o n as tim id, u ncertain, easily co n­ 
fu sed, u nable to face facts and o pt­ 
ing fo r delay s when actio n is called 
fo r. He w o rries a pro blem to death 
no t o nce bu t again and again. He 
repeatedly asks fo r reassu ran ce 
when su fficient ev idence is in fo r 
decisio ns. When crises arise, he 
flu tters. He igno res o r ru ns fro m 
bu rgeo ning pro blem s u ntil they 
gro w to o ho t to handle. The P re si­ 
dent talks to u gh— m akes stro ng 
stan d s— fo r a tim e— then cav es in 
u nder pressu re. He finds it difficu lt 
to u nderstand the ram ificatio ns o f 
calam ities in the o ffing and seem s 
u nable to appro ach crises with u n­ 
em o tio nal lo gic. In sho rt, he ru ns 
fro m hard so lu tio ns. 
He 
ad m ires 
to u gh, 
decisiv e 
men. And to u gh, decisiv e m en, 
ev en tho se who se to u ghness is su ­ 
perficial, a re able to lead him He 
appears to lean o n su ch m en m o re 
than a President o f the United 
States sho u ld lean o n any sm all 
gro u p, especially when, as in the 
W atergate case, the m en inv o lv ed 
hav e little ex perience and back­ 
gro u nd in m ajo r U.S. and wo rld 
pro blem s. 
No ne o f this pro v ides co nfidence 
when lo o king o v er the a rra y o f c ru ­ 
cial pro blem s which face this n a ­ 


tio n in the m o nths ahead. 
These rev elatio ns raise do u bts 
that M r. Nix o n will appro ach the 
basic energy pro blem with reso lu ­ 
tio n. Will he attem pt to get by with 
patchw o rk so lu tio ns which will end 
in a tru ly backbreaking cru nch 
fo u r o r fiv e y ears fro m no w when 
he is lo ng o u t o f o ffice? The reco rd 
do es no t lo o k go o d. The actu ality 
m ay tu rn o u t to be ev en wo rse. 
The ad m in istratio n ’s attack o n 
inflatio n and u nem plo y m ent has 
been o n again o ff ag ain — in a ppa r­ 
ent direct respo nse to pu blic pres­ 
su re. There is no sign thu s far that 
Mr. Nix o n has any pro gram fo r the 
rest o f this y ear o r nex t. The ap 
pearance is and has been that he is 
ho ping that the pro blem will go 
aw ay . 


O th er d o m estic plan n in g is 
equ ally co nfu sed. The White Ho u se 
staff co m es u p with plans and pro ­ 
g ram s bu t are o ften left to drift 
witho u t fo llo wing thro u gh Lo y al 
R epu blicans in Co ngress co m plain 
that they get no po sitiv e back-u p 
actio n either fo r pro gram s the 
White Ho u se spo nso rs o r stro ng 
negativ e actio n o n pro gram s Mr. 
Nix o n is against. Inev itably the 
White Ho u se respo nse has been 
indecisiv e and inco nsistent. 
In the w ithdraw al fro m Vietnam , 
in the diplo m atic o penings to China 
and R u ssia, in the Middle E ast, 
there has been so m e co nsiderable 
actio n Bu t it is kno wn that in each 
o f these cases (and particu larly o n 
m ilitary m o v es), a sm all gro u p o f 
determ ined m en faced u p to the 
P resident 
and 
insu red that 
he 
wo u ld take stro ng actio n. They 
faced him do wn and he perm itted 
them to act with firm ness in his 
nam e. 
Thu s the im plied qu estio n which 
o pened this co lu m n can be a n ­

Plan to recruit 
women, minorities 
as state troopers 


S P R IN G F IE L D - Gov. Dan 
Walker has announced that the 
Illinois State Police have begun 
an intensive campaign to re­ 
cruit women and persons from 
minority groups as state troop­ 
ers. 
The program will lead to the 
first women troopers in Illinois. 
Gov. W alker said: 
“ The state police expect to 
generate more than 2,000 appli­ 
cants for the state police acad­ 
emy. From these applications 
we will select 150 highly quali­ 
fied 
persons 
from 
minority 
groups and women for training 
to become state troopers. 
“ Illinois currently has only 33 
troopers from minority back- 
g 


rounds. This is more than dou- 
le the national average and it 
exceeds the total in 46 other 
states 
but it is not a record we 
can be proud o f; it is a record 
we must improve.” 
The national average repre­ 
sentation of minority state po­ 
licemen is 15, according to a re­ 
cent study by the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police. 
The most recent personnel 
figures show that California has 
284 state policemen from m i­ 
nority groups, Oklahoma has 
181, and Pennsylvania has 43. 
The vacancies were created 


as a result of retirements and 
authorization to add 75 troopers 
to the 1,753-man force. 
Applications may be obtained 
from state police district head­ 
quarters or from the State Po ­ 
lice Merit Board, 1016 Ridgely 
Building, Springfield, 111.

CTA appeal to Walker on funds 


CHICAGO (A P ) - Plagued 
by elevated train accidents, the 
Chicago Transit Authority has 
appealed again to Gov. Daniel 
Walker to release $7.9 million 
in state funds to help speed in­ 
stallation of safety equipment. 
The new safety system, a 
CTA spokesman said Sunday, 
would have prevented the colli­ 
sion Friday that injured 230 
persons. Five victims of the 
rush-hour accident remain in 
hospitals. 
It was the third CTA accident 
involving 
injuries 
within 
a 


month. 
Federal funds will pay for 
two thirds of the $25 million 
safety project and state funds 
one third. 
However, neither the federal 
nor 
state 
governments 
will 
reimburse the CTA for the 
work until after it is completed, 
CTA spokesman Thomas Buck 
said in a statement. “ In view of 
this procedure it becomes abso­ 
lutely imperative that Governor 
Walker 
immediately 
release 
$7.9 million in state loan funds 
now over due to the CTA so 


that the CTA’s cash flow is not 
depleted still further,” Buck 
added. 
Walker press secretary Nor­ 
ton Kay said that the governor 
would 
review 
the 
situation. 
However, he suggested that the 
City of Chicago should use its 
motor fuel tax funds and its 
share of federal revenue shar­ 
ing to cover the costs of the 
safety program. 
The CTA has received $18.5 
million of $29.7 million in funds 
appropriated by the General 
Assembly as a stopgap meas­ 


ure until the Regional Transit 
Authority for metropolitan Chi 
cago could be organized to take 
over the CTA’s financing. 
But the RTA is now under at 
tack in the legislature and the 
governor acknowledges that the 
remainer of the appropriatior 
is being held up pending a reso 
lution of the conflict.

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Action on campaign ethics is doubtful

SPRIN GFIELD ,111. (A P )- In 
most states, political candi­ 
dates are required to disclose 
where their campaign money 
came from and how it was 
spent. Not in Illinois 
Moreover, with the 1974 elec­ 
tions less than six months away 
and the legislature tangled in 
mass transit problems, few are 
confident enough to predict that 
Illinois will join the other states 
any time soon — despite the 
“ post Watergate m orality” that 
is supposed to prevail. 
The Illinois House and Senate 
e$ch have passed campaign 


disclosure bills But it takes the 
agreement of both houses on a 
single bill to enact laws, and, 
so far, that hasn’t happened. 
A special legislative session 
on campaign ethics called by 
Gov. Daniel Walker last fall is 
still technically under way. But 
meetings have been short and 
irregular, and no campaign dis­ 
closure 
legislation 
has 
ad­ 
vanced an inch. 
House Speaker 
W. 
Robert 
B la ir’s announcement last week 
that “ passage of a campaign 
disclosure law is the No. 1 pri­ 
ority of the 78th General As­ 
sembly” came as a surprise to

he’ll decide whether to disclose 
or not if and when he does run 
again. 


Walker did not disclose con­ 
tributors to his 1972 campaign 
He said he would when his op 
ponent, former Gov.

at least another year

If Linda Brown w ere 18 a nd ha d been a ccused of shoplifting, she 
would be entitled to her own la w y er. 
But sh e ’s only 7, a nd w ha t is w eighing in the ba la nce is not 
som ething of m a teria l va lue — sa y a blouse or a purse or a lipstick 
— but a va gu e com m odity ca lled her “ best in terests.” 
Linda ’s fa ther is try ing to ga in custody of her a nd so the judge 
will spend m ost of his tim e listening to the two sides of the c a se — 
fa th er’s a nd m other’s. He m a y spend a few m om ents ta lking to 
Linda . But a t a ge 7,. Linda is ha rdly ca pa ble of being her own a d­ 
voca te. She m a y be a fra id of reprisa ls, confused by the court 
contest, or sim ply inept a t a rticula ting her feelings. 


If Linda could be her own a dvoca te, she m ight tell the judge 
tha t she w a s a ba ndoned by her unwed m other when she w a s 
1 y ea r 
old. She w a s ra ised by her fa ther, who w a shed a nd ironed her 
clothes a nd worked two jobs so tha t Linda could go to a priva te 
school instea d of the loca l ghetto school. 
She m ight tell the judge tha t her fa ther subsequently m a rried a 
w om a n who loved Linda a nd w a s helping to ra ise her. She m ight 
sa y tha t a t the a ge of 7, ' w hile w a lking hom e from school, 
her 
m other suddenly a ppea red a nd insisted Linda com e with her. 


The courts, strongly fa voring the na tura l m other, ga v e tem ­ 
pora ry custody to this w om a n who w a s a verita ble stra nger to 
Linda , w ho ha d shown no interest in her w elfa re during her ea rly 
childhood, who ha d given birth to three other children by three 
different fa thers since she ha d a ba ndoned Linda , a nd w ho w a s now 
on w elfa re. 
Linda m ight tell the judge tha t her “ m other” w a rned her never 
to ca ll or see her fa ther, though Linda m a na ged to snea k a quick 
ca ll to him w hile w a iting for her ca se to com e up. But it is doubtful 
tha t sh e would ha ve the nerve to spea k to a judge a bout the longing 
she feels for a pa rent who ha d been fa ther a nd m other to her. 


If Linda lived in W isconsin, a la w y er, or “ gua rdia n a d literm ” 
would a utom a tica lly be a ppointed to represent her interests — the 
cost of the la w y er sha red by the two pa rties, if they a re a ble to pa y . 
As a n overburdened ta x pa y er, just getting over April 15, y our 
ha ckles m a y be rising a t the thought of contributing to pa y for 
Linda ’s la w y er. 
But wha t a re the a lterna tives? If Linda ’s best interests a re not 
served — if she is returned to a ghetto school, forced to live on a 
m ea ger w elfa re a llow a nce, cut off from conta ct with the pa rent 
whom she loves — she could cost the ta x pa y er thousa nds of dolla rs. 
» Twenty thousa nd dolla rs is a n a pprox im a te a nnua l cost for ea ch 
child kept in a sta te institution w here other Linda s ha ve wound up). 
And who ca n com pute the loss society suffers when a ch ild ’s 
potentia l goes down the dra in. Isn’t it a lot chea per to get Linda her 
own la w y er?

by ist is quo ted as say ing . 
Bo b A. Lilly , fo rmer lo bby ist 
fo r Asso ciated Milk Pro ducers, 
Inc., said Co nnally , then Treas­ 
ury secretary and in co mmand 
o f the Internal Rev enue Serv ­ 
ice, “ may hav e reso lv ed” the 
tax matter, acco rding to no tes 
taken by a lawy er who inter­ 
v iewed Lilly . 
Also , co -o p lawy er Jake Ja­ 
co bsen o nce to ld the milk pro ­ 
ducers’ leaders that Co nnally 
had written abo ut the matter 
directly to R.L. Phinney , the 
IRS district directo r in Austin, 
Tex ., an info rmed so urce said. 
Phinney , a lo ng-time friend 
and fo rmer business partner o f 
Co nnally , ackno wledg ed that he 
had been inv o lv ed in the 1 971 
audit, but denied that Co nnally 
o r any o ne in Washingto n had 
co ntacted him abo ut it. 
Co nnally co uldn’t be reached

Jaco bsen, o nce a friend o f 
Co nnally , hired o ne o f Co n­ 
nally ’s senio r law partners, 
Marv in K. Co llie o f Ho usto n, to 
handle the tax matter. Jaco b­ 
sen has testified to Watergate 
inv estig ato rs that he checked 
with Co nnally in adv ance to 
“ see if it was OK” to hire Co l­ 
lie, sev eral so urces said. 
Geo rge L. Mehren, the milk 
pro ducers’ chief ex ecutiv e, is 
quo ted in co urt papers as say ­ 
ing that Co llie “ go t them o ff o n 
that o ne but said he co uld no t 
do it ag ain.” Co llie, in a tele­ 
pho ne interv iew, said his ro le 
was to g iv e leg al adv ice to the 
co -o p. 
Mehren and Lilly were inter­ 
v iewed by lawy ers co nducting 
an independent pro be o f the 
milk pro ducers’ po litical activ i­ 
ties. The no tes o f tho se inter­ 
v iews 
were 
subpo enaed 
recently and made public in 
co urt reco rds. 
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Also made public was a letter 
that Lilly wro te to Jaco bsen 
when the tax audit began.

messag es to Co ngress, appar­ 
ently printed at the request o f 
so meo ne in the White Ho use 
and intended fo r use at a 
Demo cratic party fund-raising 
dinner in 1 968 . 
Altho ugh this 
ex penditure 
was disallo wed as a business 
ex pense, it co st the milk pro ­ 
ducers no thing at the time be­ 
cause the item merely was sub­ 
tracted fro m the co -o p’s un­ 
claimed deductio ns reserv ed 
fo r future y ears. 
What the IRS didn’t find in­ 
cludes :

1 968 presidential campaig n. Al­ 
tho ugh the IRS fo und no ne o f 
this in its 197 1 audit, ano ther 
inv estig atio n by IRS ag ents in 
•Arkansas turned up $22,000 o f 
it after Co nnally left o ffice. As 
a result, two to p co -o p o fficials 
hav e pleaded g uilty to federal 
charg es and a third is under in­ 
dictment.

—Unco unted sums to o ther 
state and federal candidates, 
and to pay salaries and ex ­ 
penses fo r the milk pro ducers’ 
po litical trust.
